Also to choose all other town 
officers. Also to vote ‘‘yes"’ or “‘no’’ in answer to the ques- 
tion, “Shall license for the sale of intoxicating liquors be 
granted in this town?’’ All of the above to be on one ballot. 
The polls will be opened at 6.30 A.M. oclock, and may be 
closed at 1-30 in the afternoon. 

Polls opened 6.30 A.M. 

F. H. Holland, Jr. and A. R. Daniels sworn as ballot 
clerks, George C. Thrasher sworn as election officer, Rudolph 
F. King and Lyman A. Cook sworn as tellers. 

Polls closed at 1.40. Ballot box registered 127. Both 
checklists showed 127 names checked as voting and 127 bal- 
lots were found in the box,

CHAPTER 412. 
An act relative to annual and other reports of city and town 
officials. 

Section 1. No city or town, and no department or offic- | 
ial of any city ortown in this commonwealth, shall publish in 
any annual or other report for general distribution to the pub- 
lic or to the citizens ot any city or town, the names of per- 
sons assisted in any way by the poor department of any city 
or town, or the names of any person receiving aid urider the 
provisions of chapter seventy-nine of the Revised Laws and 
acts in amendment thereof, and in addition thereto, residing 


in such city or town. 


Sect. 2. ‘This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Union and Parnell Streets. 

4th. To installa six (6) inch main pipe from a point at 
the junction of said Union and Parnell Street connecting with 
7 e aforesaid eight (8) inch main pipe on said Union Street, 
ough said Union Street to Main Street and thence to a 
oint at the intersection of Main and Village Streets.
